‘example the tiny lemming cousin to 
field mouse, has been shown by Canadian 
Government investigators to be a most im- 
portant link in the chain of causation 
which produces the violent fluctuations in 
the numbers of wild life. 

The lemming which lives on vegetation 
multiplies rapidly during e four-year cycle 
then in the peak year from some cause as 
yet unknown, it dies in millions, the foxes 
whose normal food is the lemming starve 
in thousands, and the trapper has a lean 
year, These fluctuations greatly disturb 
Arctic life, especially the fur trade, and 
thus indirectly affect the welfare of every 
citizen of the Dominion. For these reas- 
ons the fluctuations are a subject of study 
by officers of the Canadian Governinent. 

‘The mammals, the birds and the fish, 
all of them important, are described in the 
book by authorities on animal life in the 
North. These include the caribou, white 
fox, musk-ox, polar bear, seal, walrus, nar- 
whal, and white whale. last named is 
the source of a considerable industry 
centred in Cumberland gulf. 

The Eskimo dog of Canada’s Eastern 
Arctic is one of the finest of the different 
strains‘of Husky dog around the Pole and 
our veterinaries are studying how best to 
protect him fro} isease. 

vegetation of the Arctic is too often 
dismissed as of no accbunt but it is upon 
this vegetation that all the land animal 
directly or indirectly subsist. It, too, is 
discussed in the bulletin asis alao the geol- 
ogy. Coal is now in use, graphite and mica 
have been mined and there are already. 
known to be deposits of iron and other 
valuable mineral! 

All these matters bear upon the living 
conditions of that sturdy portion of our 
population, the Canadian Eskimos, and 
upon the future of northern Canada. The 
Northwest and Yukon Territories consti- 
tute over forty per cent of Canada’s ari 
and their development on sound economic 
lines must profoundly affect the future of 
the Dominion. This volume “Canada's 
Eastern Arctic,” which is well illustrated, 
gives the latest information relating to 
the least known portion of our Arctic pos- 
sessions.

Only the hope of limitation pact has 
kept Britain from increasing her air squad- 
rons so as to prevent any attacks from the 
strongest alr force which could possibly be 
assembled for invasion.

The spirit of devotion, which 
mantles the day of the Nativity in 
the orthodox Canadian and Buro- 
pean world is. unheard of down 
bere. ‘The Mexican, who lives x. 
mighty humdrum life during 50 
weeks of the year, has chosen 
Christmas as the ideal time for him 
to explode and make whoopee. 
Prom a week before to a week 
after the holiday, Mexico City vents 
Mts turbulent soul in a wild orgy 
of merry-making. in the streets. 
‘The inbabltants shout, they dance, 
they toot horns and shoot guns and 
in every respect cavort/ like a wild 
mob of celebrating college students 
after the team has won that big 
game. 


No Santa Claus 


The bright-berried holly and the 
Joyful Christmas tree which usual 
ly signify Yuletide are passe in 
Mexico City. You would search in 
vain‘ for, any such symbols here. 
‘And poof Santa Claus, the hero of 
Dec. 25 in every Canadian heme, 
is a rank outsider in more ways 
than one. 
Were Santa, with his red. clothes 
and ermine whiskers, to appear in 
Mexico City, he would find a 
strange reception Indeed. And if, 
as the fables go, Santa were to 
come at night.over ths rooftops in 
sleigh, which in ftself would be 
most unappropriate in a country 
which has no snow, he would find 
himself confronted’ as well by & 
‘country "which" bias no chimneys. 
Christmas, to the Mexicans. 1s 
too precious to waste giving presents 
admiring the ‘tinsel and bright 
trinkets. on an evergreen tree 
Whatever presentgiving they do is 
reserved for the Feast of the Three 








when the wise men pass through 
the town Jeaving presents‘ for the 
totewwho place thelr shoes, filled 
with Mraw for the wise men's 
camels, outside thelr bedroom door 
on that night. 

“Peliz Navided” {s their slogan 
for “Merry Christmas,” but what 
they really mean ts “come out and 
let's have fun." 

Invade Capital 

A week Defore’ Christmas, the 
usually quiet native population tn- 
des the town, thelr numbers 
augmented by literally hundreds of 
others, many of whom have come 
many Talles, travelling by burro and 
horseback with thelr families Just 
to be in on thistane great phase 
of life, which to them'ls two weeks 
of riftual paradise. 

‘The soul of the native, which still 
reflects the strains of old Artec arid 
Totec blood, seethes with @ long- 
ing for pomp and ceremony and 
noise and merry-making. 

Por many years it has been cus- 
tomary for rural Mexicans to make 
‘2 sort of pilgrimage to Mexico City 
at Christmas time. The purpose! 
Was, and still is, primarily religious. 
Pirst they attend the Peast of the 

her shrine 
y. Then they 
continue on to the city to olter 
prayers in the great cathedral here. 
Always devoutly religious, the na- 
Uves have come to consider this 
pilgrimage a sort of annual duty. 

‘The influx of these masses of 
native visitors led the Mexican gov- 
emment some years ago to declare 
a “National Perla” at Christmas 
time, when all stores in Mexico 
Cily ‘were urged. to feature in thelr 
displays exly gooda—manutactured 
In Mexico, 

Streets Cut off 

From this small beginning the 
‘present ‘celebration has developed. 
As the years -passed ‘booths were 
placed along ‘the streets In order 
to display goods to better sdvan- 
tage. These booths increased in 














streets for thelr exclusive use, 
‘With a restricted area the “feria” 
became, in etfect,:s carnival which 
today rivals the greatest circus 
From outlying districts the car- 
ival.has advanced steadily toward 
the centre of the city until, in 1932,| 
ft reached the’hud of the city’s 
wheel of activity and set itself up 
there. 

Por several blocks around the 
famed’ Plaza of the Constitution, 
flanked by the century-old catbe- 
dral and the drab government 
buildings, streets, were roped. off 
and traffic steered ardund them. 
‘Within this area, buildings were be- 
decked with the nationallstic'colors, 
red, green and -while,'and strings 
‘of, colored Ughts were stretched 
across: the streets to lend “the 
guise of fabled Babylon after night~ 
fall. 


Modern Midway 
Row on row of shanty-like booths 
sycang up, selling everything under 
the sun from caged’ cats, dogs and 
birds, to oranges, picture frames 
and leather saddies. Side shows’ 
with all the accompanying ¢lamor 
of the American mildway presented 
hula hula girls, magicians, snake 
charmers, wild animal displays and 
daredevil cyctists: 

The final touch was added. by 
bringing to town n whole rallroad 
tratn load of amusement devices 
and tn short order had installed 
ferris wheels, merry-go-rounds, 
erackethe-whips, and caterpillars 
along the svepues ° whieh ‘once 
echoed to the rumble of: Cortes’ 
soldiers and the grandeur of mill 
tary parades in the far off days of 
the Monterumas.

BRITAIN’S SKILLED LABOR 
SHORTAGE 


An amazing paradox is apparent in 
Britain today. er years unemployment 
has been a major problem, and eyén yet 
the numbers of those unable to obtain 
work are formidable. Now, however, an 
actual scarcity of skilled labor in devel- 
opine. Tt acems difficult to reconcile these 
phenomena. The Morning Post has been 
conducting a survey with & view to dis- 
covering the actual extent of the shortage 
and its causes, 

It is found that several industries, pars 
ticularly in the Midlands, where the weight 
of the depression beon relatively 
lighter, are keenly concerned, With the 
revival in trade the shortage is bolig ac- 
centuated. Several reasons are given for 
the condition.. Thousands of skilled work- 
men lost their jobs as a reault of the de- 
pression, and goon lost contact with their 
former employers as well.- Then, too, the 
number of apprentices ‘has fallen almost 
to zero, This is partly due to the unwil!- 
ingness of firm to take on inexperienced 
men, The Post also blames the lack of

The (Amercan) Déparienant of Com- 
merce reported that the wholesale value 
of cosmetics manufactured in 1929 was 
more than $200,000,000—an increase of 
1 per cent. over 1927.

$875,000,000, to which must be added the 
cost of personal service in beauty parlors 
and barber shops, amounting to about 
$400,000,000. The national outlay for 
beauty preparations in 1934 is probably 
smaller than in 1929, but the slump is es- 
timated to be much less than in many 
other lin Women, and increasing num- 
bers of men, too, have learned the practi- 
cal value of looking their best, especially 
In times of depression.—Literary Digest.

year in the motor vehicle industry,” the 
value of whose product was stated to be 
but a little more than that “produced” by 
the schools—$3,468,797,980. No one will 
content that people who can absorb 
these values in motor cars cannot afford 
to spend as large an amount in the educa- 
tion of its children. 

‘The nine cents a day is the price of a 
continuing and advancing democracy for 
it is hardly conceivable that it could en- 
dure without such “schooling”. This.does 
not include the school plants, which 
amount in valuation to only 3 or 4 per 
scent. of the tangible wealth, nor does it 
take account of the great contribution of 
private institutions, which would add two 
cents a day to the nine, Certainly no in- 
vestment could yield more for the public 
good if health is included—and education 
in hygiene and health habits is now an 
accepted part of the school program. The 
teachers have an ever more difficult and 
important task as the experiences of the 
race lengthen and grow more complex 
and its problems more perplexing. What- 
ever is needed effectively to equip them 
to carry from generation to generation 
the best wherever it.comes to be, it is 
demoeracy’s first duty to her children to 
provide—New York Times.

Ss FROZEN FRUIT. 


The place of refrigeration in the econ- 
omic and agricultural life of man_ is 
becoming more and, more marked. The 
fruit industry is one which will profit much 
by this development. Hamilton Spectator 
remarks that “if fruit can be kept in 
refrigeration plants and sold to customers 
at a reasonable price throughout the year, 
in a condition hardly inferior to that of 
the freshly-picked product, it. will un- 
doubtedly mean much to fruit.growers and 
customers as well.” 

This is not only possible, but is actually” 
being done in Canada, with the co-opera- 
tion of the Dominion Experimental farms. 
A Toronto newspaper recently published 
an advertisement announcing that a dairy 
company would deliver to its customers 
‘the choicest strawberries-and raspberries 
selected and packed by a freezing process 
which makes it possible to retain the 
origingl flavour and appearance.’ The 
price was given as twenty-five cents, for 
a quantity equal to the average box of 
freshly picked fruit. According to the 
advertisement, customers were advised to 
buy the berries the day before they were 
used and to serve them when the merest 
trace of frost crystals were still present. 
This fruit is packed in syrup and frozen. 

‘What the results of this method may be, 
no one can state, but it may be that in the 
course of time the method may be applied 
with a refrigerating system. : 

‘What this will mean to the kitchen of 
the future, the fruit industry, the operator 
of cold storages, and the shippers is an in- 
triguing thought. 


ILLITERACY IN-ONTARIO 


It may surprise most of us to learn that 

in Ontario there are 156,626 people over 
five years of age who can neither read 
nor write, and 9,290 who can read only. 
This, at first blush, and in the light of our 
aims about the finest educational system 
the world, plus millions spent on edu- 
tion, seems disturbing. 
But it needn't be. Ontario, after all, 
has a papain of 3,500,000, and if 
156,626 of’these, including a goodly-num- 
ber of children between the ages of five 
and eight years, plus a good many others 
who did not have the advantages of the 
existing educational system, are unable to 
read or write, there is little for alarm. 

‘Actually, Ontario’s literacy «percentage 
is 94.81, this comparing with a percentage 
for the Dominion as.a whole of 92.34, and 
with Quebec percentage of-90.30. Thirty 
years ago the literacy percentage for the 
whole of Canada was 82.88 per cent.; the 
parcentane for Ontario correspondingly 
low. 

It is right, of course, and commendable, 
to aspire to 100 per cent. perfection in lit- 
eracy, but we know of no nation that has 
achieved it, and it is to be doubted whether 
any nation ever will. Moreover, it is im- 
portant not to confuse literacy with edu- 
cation.- A man or woman may be able to 
read or write, and yet fall far short of be- 
ing educated—in the truest sense. Also, 
it would be quite possible for people with 
a literacy percentage of 80 per cent. to be 
better educated than a people with a lit- 
eracy percentage of 100 percent. In- 
struction is not necessarily education. — 
tawa Journal.

1 was aston- 
ished to find two bables had al- 
ready been bom, and a third one 
as arriving. Two neighbors were 
acting os midwives and doing ex- 
cellent: wosk. The father had dis- 
appeared. f scrubbed up in the best 
way available, and took over the, 
altuation. The neighbors then scur- 
Hed around the house to get some| 
coverings for the bables and te- 
plenish the fire, In the meantime, 
another baby appeared in the 
world, and this was followed by 
still another.

> Mother Soon Out of Daner 


“On returning the mother’s oon- 
dition had Improved, and this im- 
provement continued “until, about 
three hours lator, she was definitely 
‘out of danger: 

“During this tlme of great worry’ 
the five bables were almost forgot 
ten, but thelr kitten-like cries re- 
minded me of thelr presence. 
Blankets were put Into the oven to 
heat and these were Wrapped around 
the bables and changed repeatedly. 
An ordinary butcher's meat basket 
Was obtained from one of the nelgh- 
bors, ‘The heated blankets ~ were 
placed In the bottom of the basket 
and the bables wrapped in thelr 
warm coverings were placed tn a 
Tow and covered with a heated 
blanket. ‘The top blanket was! 
changed frequently, and three hours! 
Inter the babiés were taken — out! 
‘singly, placed on a warm bianke: 
gently rubbed with warm’ ollve oll 
and then retumed to the common 
basket. 

“Fer, twenty-four hours nothing 
was given to the bables, but a few: 
drops of warm water from in eye- 
dropper every two hours. A larger 
laundry basket was obtained on the: 
secend day and n few hot water 
bottles were ‘located which helped 
to keep up the temperature, A 
Ernduate nurse was employed that 
firet atversoon, followed in two 
days by another. The bables were 
wrapped in conts made of absorbent| 
cotton, ‘They were ising so close; 
in the basket, that I was necessary 
to count them off, for fear gur eyes 
were deceiving us. Atter twenty 
four hours, feedings were started 
W' a few drops of water, milk 
‘and com syrup ‘solution with ‘ane! 
to two drops of rum." 


Supplies Sent From Afar 


Supplies and equipment came in 
from many places an soon as the 
Hews of the astnishing  arrivale 
Went. forth, Dr. Dafoe said. He! 
told how nursing mothers in To- 
rento gave milk for the quintup- 
Jets, and how incubators — arrived 
from Chicago. He continued: 

“The first week Was a nightmare 
with the: frequent alarms and in- 
numerabie trips, sandwiched be-| 
tween: my othe, ‘exils. ‘The bables 
netded constant supervision and! 
frequent stimulation to arouse! 
them out of thelr attacks of sutfo-| 
cation, ‘They . wese~ typically” pre~ 
mature in appearance, dusky blue 
akin, bulging foreheads, thin’ faces 
enlarged tummies” and spider-iike| 
uumbs, Inhalations of carbon = dle 
oxide and oxygen were used” fre 
quently from the first week and 
this procedure was carried out, 
when required, at varying intervals 
for nearly three months. Tt cere 
tainly was most valuable with these 
babies. 

“In ‘the second week supplies| 
‘and equipment were pouring In and| 






us tg organize and lay out plans for| 
the future. Previous to this, 





jeqtpment. ‘The babies" room was 
lsolated ang carefuily cleansed; alll 
possible measures of aseptic .tech- 
nique were introduced, including 
gowns, masks etc, The nurses 
through a women's organization of 
North Bay made special Little Red 
[Riding Hood dresses without sleeves 
‘absorbent cotton guuze Jackets, and 
foghloned diapers to sult thelr small| 
bodies, Each baby had its om 
complete outfit and these were 
washed most carefully and kept| 
apart. 

“The children of the house were| 
moved to other quarters, as several 
fof them had colds. We have been 
particularly fortunate tn having| 
such splendid nurses. ‘They have 
deen Intelligent, vigilant and most 
faithful in thelr duty. Every one 
knows, Yam sure, the value of good 
nursing with any case but this is 
particularly true’ in the case of| 
[premature infants. A great deal of 
feredit should go ‘to them for the 
survival of these bables. ~~ 


Badles Gained Stesdlly 


“During the first few months the 
bables had thelr ‘ps’ and ‘downs’, 
but they guined steadily in welght | 
land ‘their progress in health was| 
favorable. “They were fed at first 
every two hours, then 21-2 houra| 
land the three hours for a consider-| 
able timo, and now this has ad- 
vanced to four hours. They remain- 
ed in thelr incubators until they all| 
reached the six-pound mark. They 
had their first real sob and water| 
‘bath when they were two months| 
lod. Before this they were given| 
olive oll-baths. In the early weeks| 
lof prematurity ‘it was vitally impor-| 
tant to handle these bables as little| 
‘as possible elther in feeding or in 
cleansing, 

“The growth of the three larger 
babies has been more rapid than| 
that of the two smaller ones, but} 
still they all haye maintained | 
fairly ‘normal increase, Little 
[Marie has a haemangioma (or blood| 
vessel tumor) on her right ley 
which grew fairly rapidly from the| 
size of a large nickel to a §0-cent, 
Piece.

‘The appointment of a Board of 
Guardians “prevented exploitation | 
lof the bables through a rather| 
ruthless contract signed a day or 10 
after the babies were born,” he 
sald. 


Government Aids Family 


“The Ontario Government has in 
deed been a great friend to these| 
ables", Dr, Dafoe continued. "They 
have provided the sustenasice of| 
life for the whole Dionne -family| 
land the staff of the  bospital,| 
have repaired the roads, constructed| 
a new power line forthe electri- 
elty, and most definitely supported| 
us in our efforts to prevent the ex-| 
ploltation of the infants, 

“We feel that in certain ways 
the bables are wards of our coun- 
try and it 1s somewhat of an ‘ex- 
Periment in State control. How- 
ever, we are not — forgetting| 
that they belong to thelr parents| 
and we encourage as close a re-| 
lationship as possible between them.| 
When the bebles are older their| 
[brothers and sisters will be/tloso|

“A Jane Jabot life boat bas cuc- 
ceeded in reseuing five of erew of 
Usworth and the steamship Ascan= 
a, Cunard White Star, now getting 
ready fo. launch a. boat ‘Think 31 
of crew still on Usworth.”

THE FUTURE OF THE AUTOGIRO 


The risks of a forced landing among 
the forests or rough ground-of Africa by 
an ordinary aeroplane which requires a 
landing run of several hundred feet are 
acute. But a forced landing can seldom 
present any terrors to an autogiro, for 
which a cleared space of only a few square 
feet is sufficient. There is no personal 
reason, of course, to think that the auto- 
giro could supersede the fixed-wing aero- 
plane on long-distance commercial ser- 
vices. For that we must await further 
developments in the autogiro's size and 
speed. But for the moment a successful 
long-distance flight or two would do more 
to popularize the craft than any number 
of “stunt” landings in city streets.—Man- 
chester Guardian.

Recently in these columns the reproduc- 
tion of sound in moving pictures was lik- 
ened to the invention of printing.“ The 
anology ig not correct, but the idea is that 
in both cases the mechanical device enor- 
mously multiplies and cheapens produc- 
tion. The pictures are, of course, not as 
good as the living actors, but they do go 
a long way in interpreting the thought of 
the dramat Also the introduction of 
sound causes less emphasis to be laid on 
beauty of face and form and more on lan- 
guage, elocution and thought. The anal- 
ogy with the printing press.is at least 
hopeful. (The press is available for bad 
as well as good matter, but on the whole 
the balance is on the right side. There 
are similar possibilities of good and evil 


sin the pictures, and it is to be hoped that 


the result will’ be equally good as to the 
greater part of the product. : 

The analogy has been attacked on 
grounds which.are worth examining. It 
is said that‘in the case of printing there 
is opportunity for the publication -of a 
book having a limited appeal for more 
intellectual readers, as well as for popular 
novels. But the producer of a picture 
for the theatre must always have in view 
the millions of seekers after. amusement. 

very picture must be like §, ybest seller® 
‘among books. 

‘The contention is not without weight. 
It may lessen hope a8 to the development 
of the picture theatre on the iftellectual 
side. But there is also a normal/side, an 
appeal to the heart as well as to the in- 
tellect. Now there are many novels which 
do not rank as classics, which are held in 
slight esteem by “highbrows” and yet 
which entertain and edify millions of 
people who have little or no capacity for 
literary criticism. The world would be 
poorer without them. They brighten dull 
lives, they exalt homely domestic affection, 
friendship, honesty, courage, sincerity, 
and their villains give scope for righteous 
resentment and indignation. Any librar- 
ian or bookseller must have such novels in 
mind. 

‘There are similar possibilities in the 
picture theatre field. It would be well, of 
course, if more could appreciate the classic 











drama appealing to the intellect, but those - 


who do not enjoy that may derive pleasure, 
instruction and inspiration from plays de- 
manding less intelectual efforts, but clean 
wholesome and sound-hearted. Then the 
evening’s or afternoon's entertainment 
might inelude both the classical and the 
popular play. We are still hopeful as to 
the possibilities of the new mode of pres- 
entation. Its development has only begun, 
and there are wide fields that have not 
yet been explored.—London Advertiser. 








STANDARDS FOR TEACHERS

‘Poorer folk and those of moderate 
tmeans escape the notice of the world but 
“to be told that millionaires escapé’ notice

Btates in the years immediately succeeding 
“the close of the Great War, there were 
181 millionaires, and yet few persons know 
them: It'is only a Rockefeller, a Mor- 
gan, an Astor, a Ford, a Vanderbilt, a Du- 
it, who demand fame. 
Despite the vast’ empire which these 
Jeaders in wealth are able to control, the 
fact remains, the very democratic fact, 
that there are more poor or only moder- 
ately well-off people known to the world 
than’ all the rich. 3 
Alf the wealth in the world cannot sink 
& poorer Roosevelt and a Dr. Banting, or 
men of that class or great clerical states- 
























men. 
Indeed it would look as if the wealthy 
men hau a real ground for complaint as 
most of the fame-goes to other persons, 
and even at that most of the-wealthy are 
known to the common people only by 
name. Not a publication delves into their 
soul's mysteries mostly because they are 
not such colorful figures as the millions 
of poorer folk.

Kindness should be encouraged, charity 
praised—but the peripatetic pusher of 
electric buttons should be stopped for all 
time, and his persistency devoted to a bet- 
ter cause.—Ottawa ‘Journal.

Forelgn persons were or- 
rected on charges of placing the 
lexplosives or for having them in| 
finer possession. 
“The city became excited over the 
possibility of a revolutionary out- 
Ereak after police seized a supply 
Jot dynamite and arrested 90 pas- 
lecngers in buses where the explos- 
ives were found. >

How Lord Riddell Made Many Friends 

Lord Riddell, who has just died in Eng- 
land, was the publisher of a Sunday news- 
paper which had one of the largest circu 
lations in the world. He was the financial 
backer of David Lioyd George when the 
latter became Prime Minister. He was 
the British Government's chief publicity 
agent at the Paris Peace Conference, at 
the Naval Conference and: at several ga- 
therings of the Supreme Council in the 
days immediately following the World 
War. Lord Riddell published a newspa- 
per that was designed primarily to meet 
the tastes of those seeking sex, sensation 
and back-stairs gosip. It paid big divi- 
dends. He was one of Lloyd George's 
closest intimates and advisers. He was 
especially friendly to American correspon- 
dents and was most helpful to them. He 
became peer because of his services to 
the head of the Coalition Government: 
Even after he was elevated to the peerage 
he did not take himself over seriously, and 
perhaps that is the reason he was regarded 
generally as a good fellow.

‘Why herbs had certain powers they could 
not explain but they have told the modern 
world many of their secrets. Science to- 
day is not scornful of the aid which know- 
ledge of herbs has brought to acience. 
‘What more the old wisdom of the Middle 
Ages will give up has to be revealed.

After Ellen was enrolled 
in a city school, her mother took her to 
a clinic and doctors began a series of 
treatments for her shrunken leg.’ Just 
as Ellen was about to be discharged 
from hospital a short time ago, Mrs, V. 
had to havé a major operation, from 
which she is now recuperating. Ellen's 
cousins could not take her back; the mo- 
ther had no funds. The society was 
appealed to and put Ellen/in a home 
near by. Doctors have fqund that her 
condition is due to glandular trouble 
and believe that with treatment she will, 
improve. But she and her mother need 
aid during the coming year until both 
are well again and at least one of them 
is able to work. Amount needed $325.” 
2g This is but one of the many hundreds 
‘of tases in New York City. | But such an 
appeal is not confined to New York. In 
every part of the continent, in the country, 
villages, towns and cities, the ery of the 
+ human heart is heard. ‘In Belleville there 
are cases of heroic fighting against odds 
which seem almost insurmountable.

THE LATEST IN BOX CARS 


Railway equipment concerns in Canada 
have been trying hard to drum up busi- 
ness, and recently they suggested that the 
federal treasury should finance a replace- 
ment program for the railways to the ex- 
tent of thirty million dollars, in the pur- 
chase of box cars and locomotives which, 

; they claim, are now badly needed. 

Tt is understood that the government 
has not looked favorably on the proposal, 
and this hesitation seems to be justified 
in view of the likelihood of the introduc- 
tion of equipment quite different from that 
isa the railways have been using to 

ate. 

‘The change in st¥le of locomotives has 
ticeable in recent yei but the 
appear to be still utilizing a type 
of box car that has been familiar ever 
since railways became an important factor 
in transportation. It is claimed that such 
cars are too heavy for the purpose to 
which they are applied, and that there 
could be a tremendous saving in the cost 
of power if much lighter types were 
adopted. There seems to be a hint that 
builders of box cars have in mind certain 
improvements that would enable the con- 
struction of lighter cars that would be 
much more convenient for the handling of 
freight. One of the faults with the exist- 
ing type of box car is that the standard 
side door in general use, is inconvenient 
for loading and unloading, and that this 
defect could be overcome by new princi- 
ples adapted to the construction of such 
carriages. 

If the railways of Canada require much 
new equipment it would be well to consid- 
er the power and labor saving improve- 
ments now said to be available. The rail- 
ways have serious need for all the modern 
advantages that they can attain.—Wood- 
stock Sentinel Review. Ce

INSANITY INCREASES 

Mental illness in Ontario is making 
serious inroads on the health of the popu 
lation, according to Dr. C. M. Hincks, Di« 
rector of the National Committee for Men- 
tal Hygiene, who points out that more beds 
are occupied in mental hospitals today - 
than in the general hospitals of, the 
country. . 

‘There is an apparent cause for this 
spread of mental disturbance. It is found 
in the general economics difficulties that 
have cropped up during the last five years. 
Loss of money, frustrations of ambitions; 
unemployment, lack of opportunity ac- 
companying the depression are the condi- 
tions that the authorities of mental diseases 
blame for the higher wave of insanity. 
‘They do not believe that physical health 
has suffered to the degree indicated by 
the mental breakdowns. It is the preval- 
ence of worry of various kinds that is 
causing so many people to become men- 
tally incapable.

‘The following article relative’ to 
Mr. ‘Tom Shea, a former Stirling 
resident, who has been in the Can~ 
adian West for several years, mp- 
Deared in a recent edition of the 
Camrose (Alberta) Canadian: 

“fom Shea, a former resident of 
Camrose, now residing sme few 
miles south of Rosalind, was @ vise 
Mor last week with his brothers 
here, George, Ambrose and Francis 
Shea, Mr. Shea came west from 
Sulrling, Ontario, in 1690 and had 
many unusual and often stirring 
experiences. 

“During his visit here last week, 
hhe recalled that in 1898 in com 
pany with Camille Miquelon and 
Duff Reon of Wetaskiwin, he set 
out from Edmonton for the Klon- 
dykes On arriving at Peace River, 
they found that about one bun- 
dred men had already reached this 
polnt and had whip-sawed lumber 
and constructed boats preparatory 
to continuing thelr way down the 
Peace River to the gold fields, 

“They were, very anxious to get 
started but also wanted to obtain 
‘thelr mail before leaving. ‘The mall 
was delivered only once month to 
Peace River in those days, from 
Lesser Slave Lake, and at that 
particular time, was not due for 
another week. The men were won- 
dering whether or not they could 
fet st quicker by sending a man 
for It, a distance of 180 miles te 
turn trip, 

“Although the country was very 
sparsely settled, and the route to 
the lake was marked only by a. 
dim trail, Tom Shea offered to de- 
liver the mall inside of 24 hours if 
they would pay him one dollar per 
letter. ‘The offer was immediately 
accepted and Mr. Shea saddled a. 
mule at 10 o'clock that night and 
Set out. He was back at Peace 
River at 9 o'clock the following 
night, having made the round trip 
of 190 mules in twenty-three hours. 
To make it easier for the mule, Mr, 
Shea would ride for a few miles 
and would then run ahead of it for 
‘a mile oF ¢wo.

‘A pamphlet entitled “Blessed be Drudg- 
ery” elicits from a writer in the New 
Statesman and Nation the sarcastic com- 
ment that drudgery was enjoyed and 
warmly approved of by many people who 
were not drudges. Half a century ago, be 
says, the dignity of labor was - freely 
praised by those who had plenty of time 
on their hands and plonty of money in 
their pockets, The trouble was that drudg- 
ery and leisure were not equally distrib- 
uted. .

This is a week wherein the child is find- 
ing new delight with the gifts he received 
so few days ago and yet he is not tired of 
the playthings he found in his stocking or 
on the Christmas tree. The child spends 
this week in an extra-romantic world of 
beauty, populated with things of loveliness 
but he does not let the toys and | the 
pleasure he gets from them dominate him, 
He is the dominant figure even when he 
is surrounded with his toys. 

. Therein he differs from the grown man. 
This is Christmas week but the average 
man already has to fit back into the ruts 
and grooves of his routine existence. He 
must have taken a little time to be happy 
as the children have been and are happy, 
and even the harrassed business man finds 
relief from the strain of commerce or of 
the toilsome and moilsome task of brain 
or hand as he catches the enthusiastic elo- 
quence of children's shouts, and bursting 
laughter. Man's trouble may be said to 
be that he knows too much fact and not 
enough romance and faith. To the child 
this fs a world of the most delightful 
scenes and things, he does not know of the 
woes that many parents have to traverse, 
he does not know what untoward calami- 
ties or accident mean—he is in a-world in 
which he can kreate loveliness. He is a 
believer in his own powers to make some- 
thing out of little or nothing and he does. 

Some claim that the modern child is 
spoiled with the plethora of foys because 
his own creative imagination is held under 
restraint as it is not given time to develop 
so wrapped up is it in what is given him 
to play with, But it must not be forgotten 
that the child sees more in the toy than 
so much wood, so much metal and. paint, 
so much plaster of paris, grass, and clothes 
ina doll. ‘What he plays with are things 
as vital as his own little lungs and heart 
and impressionable brains. 

To catch some of the spirit of that ab- 
sorption might well be the aim of the man 
who would therefore unload from his 
shoulders a heavy burden.

He 
must face facts. That is part of the reason 
why the race exists.

and beyond and behind all he must use 
the visfon of the child which sees this life 
peopled with angels.

but the man with childlike faith, the man 
who does not necessarily possess high and 
wide learning may see what pure science 
can never grasp, and catch a vision of 
something far beyond the stars,

All expressed the belief that 
a City Manager was preferable to the pre- 
sent antiquated system of electing a whole 
lot of men of varying ability to seats at 
the city council board, Generally as soon 
as they get passably acquainted with the 
best method of administering civic busi- 
ness they drop out of the City Council to 
give all their attention to their own busi- 
ness. The civic officials constitute the real 
machinery by which the city’s business is 
transacted, but the different departments 
are not co-ordinated in a modern business- 
like manner, and there is much waste mo- 
tion and a lack of supreme authority and 
one responsible head. A body of ten or 
eleven men, without previous municipal 
experience, and constantly changing, 
would not be entrusted with the manage- 
ment. of any small business let alone such 
a large and diversified business as the city 
of Belleville. The incoming city council 
could render a good service to the muni- 
cipality by securing first-hand information 
upon the experience of other cities in Can- 
ada and the United States in the effort to 
improve the quality of civic government, 
and make the information public for the 
information of all citizens. If there is any- 
thing better for Belleville available let _us 
know it—there is nothing too good for 
Belleville.

PUZZLES WORKERS 


Say Fatality Caused When 








Leading Wire Not 
Connected 


‘Sturgeon Palls, Ont, Dec. 28 (CP) 
—OMicials were prepared today to 
‘open the inquest into the dynamite 
explosion which yesterday killed 
‘Emile Lachance, powder mah on 
the Pront Street rock-cutting Job, 
and Injured two other workers, 

‘An investigation revealed that 
Lachance was “loading the shot,” 
or connecting the electric detont 
tors to the lead running to the 
powder house when, due to some 
mysterious mishap, the dynamite 
exploded. Flying rocks killed him 
instantly. 

Other workers on the fob could 
not explain the explosion. They 
sald the leading wire was not at- 
tached to the battery, a condition 
which, they say, Is necessary to set, 
off the caps. 

Seven dynamite holes had been 
filled and covered ‘Thursday 
Lachance was about to connect the 
two end wires to the lead when he 
discovered he needed another little 
plece of wire to complete the job. 
He asked another employee to get 
the wire for him, and It was while 
the other man was returning from 
his errand that the dynamite ex- 
Ploded. Men standing. near La- 
chance said he was holding in his 
hands the ends of a chain which 
had been wound around a number 
‘Of logs to cover a dynamite hole 
Just before the blast,

plosion, but others were certain he 
had not.

Fraction of Vast Power, 
May be Freed For Hu- 
man Use

Pittsburgh, Dec. 29 (AP)—Pro- 
fessor Albert Einstein Friday an- 
nounced a new and simplified proof 
that mass and energy are equiva- 
Jent, and for many practical pur~ 
Doses identical, 

His new equations are an en- 
couragement for that branch of 
physical sclence which hopes in the 
Dext few years to lay the founda- 
tons for a world more secure and 
comfortable. 

He got rid of the complicated 
electro-magnetic fields with which 
this equivalence of mass (or 
welght) and energy have hereto- 
fore been proven. He used instead 
the simple collision of two material 
particles to prove the same thing. 

‘Tt was his first Important speech 
in the United States, and his first 
important announcement in several 
years! It was made at the meet 
ing of the American Association for 
the Advancement of Sclence, un- 
der “auspices of the American 
Mathematical Society. 

‘While his audience of 400. the 








‘The curtain rose with Binsteln 
standing beside the two  black- 
boards, bis greying hair standing 
fat all ‘angles, a boyish grin’ on his 
face which set the audience of 
seeintists to chuckling.

‘Einstein spoke in English. for the

‘The idea that mass and enerey 
fare equivalent goes back to 1897, 
even befofe Einstein's ime. As an 
example of its working, if you move 
faster, your welght increases 
calise of the added energy of great 
er motion. 

‘At a speed of 99 per cent. of the 
velocity of lght, it has been caleu~ 
Iated that your’ welght would be 
multiplied seven times. Human 
speeds are so slow tnat they would 
pot add as much as a grain of 
sand to a man’s weight. 

‘Developments in the Jast three 
years in sclence have made this 
mass-energy equivalence of immed 
inte Importance in investigating the 
nature of the nucleus of the atom. 

‘Tt is from these nuclear investl- 
gations that mctertal progress is 
expected. ‘The atomic nuclel ‘con- 
tain 99 per cent. of all matter, or 
fall solid substances of earth and its 
re. None of this nuclear 
material has been available for’ 
man’s use. 7 

Now nuclear chemistry, a new 
branch of science, is just beginning 
to learn hoy this hidden 99 per 
cent, can be t=pped. In addition to 
the mass, 99 per cent. of the energy 
Of all substarces ts locked in the 
nuclel, such as the power by which 
a single lump of coal could run 8 
Uner across the Atlantic. 

‘Although sclentific leaders, n= 
cluding Einstein, do not believe 
this. stupendous ‘energy can all be 
“unlocked” as power, some of them 
expect to get useful ‘fractions of 1t 
as a result of present nuclear stud: 
tes.

AT WASHINGTON 


Regret is Voiced by Brit- 
ain at Denunciation 
of Treaty 


EFFORTS CONTINUED 


Japan Brings Strength 
to Within Small Ship 
of Limit

not for what they will do and bring 
in the nature of benefits, but for 
the sole purpose of accumulating 
money and nothing more. 

‘To dovote all one's energies to 
making money—to live for money— 
fs a most deplorable attitude and 
plan of life, ‘To be sare, money is 
an immediately gratifying commo- 
ity Tt can satisfy our creative de- 
mands, Tt can supply many com~ 
forts and luxuries. 

‘The possession of money enhan- 
cea one's self-esteem. Money can 
qulekly and variably be changed 
Snto almost( anything we want. 
Still, there| are many things that 
money buy. And these aro 
the things/that give life Its true 
value. 

‘Money, for instance, cannot buy 
health. "Tt cannot buy genuine 
love. It cannot buy character, It 
cannot purchase happiness. Money 
seldom, if ever, brings out the best 
qualities of the human soul. 

In fact, in the mad rush after 
money, the money-obsessed waste 
thelr best talents at the expense of 
these other more Instingly mratify- 
Ing qualities just mentioned. 

ney you ned for the fundamen 
money you (or the fundamen- 
tal requirements that will allow 
you to llve on the plane of comfort 
Your tastes demand, 

But don’t neglect the other and 
Detter alde of your nature—appre= 
elation of the beauty of lfe—else 
you will find that, in the end, de» 
Aplte your fortune, your fe ' bas 
really been soulless and barren. 

We, in Ameriea, are often accus- 
ed of having Uttle else in our 
heads besldes the making of 
money. This, however, 1s nn un- 
Justiflable —criticism—the money 
‘craze 1s International. 

It is true, however, that we seem 
to be only concerned with piling up 
a Jot of money in a fashion far 
beyond our needs and comforts, 
simply for the sake of saying we 
have a ot of st, or of becoming 
powerful because of it. 

No sensible person should make 
tt his ambition to accumulate more 
‘wealth than will bring comfort and 
Joy to himself and his dependents. 

‘The future should also be safe 
guarded, of course. But to accumu 
late far beyond these needs—and,, 
mind you, these may be high—is to 
create a’ Prankensteln's monster 
which may very readlly become a 
menace to his owner.

The captain was an apprentice before 
the mast at an age when children of today 
are in’ grammar, school.

The North At- 
lantic‘called him in his youth. Later he 
explained how he came to devote himself 
to the Arctic: ‘Once you get the Arctic 
fever, the lure of exploration and the ad- 
“venturous life holds you in its grasp. Yo 
cannot escape it. The Arctic holds you. 

‘The date when he first went beyond 
the Arctic’ Circle is not a matter of record, 
but one of-his last voyages was as late as 
1927. He then was 75 years old. 

-" Gaptain Bernier’s first recognition by 
the public and the Canadian Government 
came early in the present century, when in- 
terest began to be taken in the islands of 
the Arctic, He then became semi-official 


explorer for the Department of the Inter- 
jor, and had equipment and vessels sup- 


ied him. For. quarter of a century 
Re planted the British flag on uninhabited 
and practically undiscovered islands. 

‘At an early age he held the belief that 
a commercial passage—at least during 
Dart of each yeat—existed in the Arctic 
Pogions. That was before Amundsen 
rant through the so-called Northwest Pas- 
sage in a vessel. In 1910 Bernier planned 
fovattempt the passage, He said at the 
fine that, had it not been for iron-clad 
instructions of the Canadian Government 
to him, he could have gone through to the 
Pacific Ocean on his previous voyage to 
tne Arctic in 1908-09. Tt was his belief 
that-a passage existed North of that made 
by Amundsen and that from near the 
North Pole a vessel might proceed to the 
Petitic Ocean, He never succeeded.

He returned to find 
that while he had been:beset by ice, Cap- 
tain Bob Bartlett had saved “MacMillan 
and his crew. In 1918, during the World 
War, the. explorer’s vessel, the Percesion, 
sunk while on its way to Liverpool. The 
captain and crew_were saved. Later in 
the same year he safled into the Arctic 
to establish caches for Amundsen. 
During the sixty years that Captain 
Bernier was at Sea he is believed to have 
charted more than 600,000 square miles of 
land. He lectured extensively in an effort 
to make the Arctic region known to Can- 
adians. In. 1924 his vessel was among 
the first to use short-wave radio and as 
early as 1910 he expressed his belief in 
almceoercrtres tractor for Amtic land 
vel.
